Each January new waves of evictions from the cotton plantations 
force thousands of people onto the highways, wandering over the waste 
lands of the South in search of food and shelter. The victims of this 
system are the sharecroppers, who till land they do not own, live in 
rickety shacks, literally starve for lack of healthful food, are de¬ 
prived of the vote and have little or no cash income. 


We must admit that while millions of refugees look toward our 
country for sympathy and aid, we have done far too little to end the 
human misery in our own backyard. The farm tenancy problem poisons 
the very roots of our agricultural economy and threatens the security 
of all Americans. We cannot afford to ignore it. 


For the past four years, the Southern Tenant Farmers Union, 
representing 35,000 organized tenants, sharecroppers and cotton hands, 
white and Negro, and working against incredible odds without racial 
barriers, has initiated NATIONAL SHARECROPPERS WEEK. Its objectives are 
two-fold: to raise funds for organization, education and amelioration 
of conditions among the sharecroppers, but particularly to bring greater 
understanding of this problem to the general public. 

This year National Sharecroppers Week is making a special effort 
to focus public attention on the plight of the sharecroppers through a 
series of educational meetings and activities in New York and throughout 
the country. As formerly, representatives from the Union will present 
their point of view out of their own experience. Funds raised during 
the Week will be turned over to the Southern Tenant Farmers Union. 

Won't you join in sponsoring National Sharecroppers Week? Your 
endorsement of this project would be a significant contribution toward 
an improved American democracy.

Thanks for your booklet on : Now to Keep America Out of War. It is indeed 
a production worthy of ouf times. 

T am inclosing a sample of a few things I am trying to get into print on 
a vital Issue within our own gates which must be dealt with in this our present 
generation. This continual extension of Jim Crow tactics accordedjto people of 
color in our country is a burning superstitious shame no longer to be tolerated 
by even a fairly decent conscience. I only got a little of the Nordic blood 
while it ms passed around the world so generously but even that little is revolt¬ 
ing against my white cousins who prate about things thousands of miles away and 
pussy foot on problems right under their noses. Would there were a modern George 
Fox to whip back into line the consciences of that once vital group, the Quakers, 
to help remove this left over shame from slavery of a hundred years ago. 

I have the blood of all races. I would talk and act as I plan if it were a 
Nordic branch of the Quakers being shamefully stigmatized as little Negro children 
continually are. I hate to undertake fighting this thing single-handedly, but 
what isfithere left to be done when the light from those quarters whence we should 
expect at leasts glow have ceased to lighten the way?

The resolutions adopted were a compromise accepted only so 
that the conference should not issue entirely without one. 

Eleanor and I feel as though we were out of prison since we 
left Flint, Michigan. The conference above could not have 
been held there at all. Here there were strong objections 
by the "patriotic” groups, but the radio stations put the 
speakers on the air and the press came out in strong edito- 
rials for the conference and its right to meet. 

We have a ohurch of 500 members, largely working people.They 
sire an enthusiastic group of workers and we feel that we can 
solve some of the problems that confront us. If you do hap¬ 
pen to come to Cleveland again for any purpose, Eleanor and I 
would be happy to see you and delighted if we could arrange 
a meeting in our ohurch for you.

T HE day of educational miracles is 
not over. Recently the Mid-West 
Secretary addressed the student body of 
Evanston Collegiate Institute, a Metho¬ 
dist junior college. Following the ad¬ 
dress, Dean William W. Nelson, an 
ardent Fellowship member, asked the 
students (one hund.red and fifty in 
number) to remain for an organiza¬ 
tional meeting. Careful explanations 
were made of the principles for which 
the F.O.R. stands and the significance 
of joining. Then, students who wanted 
to affiliate asked for membership 
blanks; there were not enough blanks 
available. But thirty-three students did 
join in a serious commitment to the 
Fellowship. Needless to say, more 
membership blanks are being rushed to 
this splendid Institute! 

The January meeting of the Michi¬ 
gan group was held in Saginaw. Wil¬ 
bur Grose and Thornton Penfield were 
the host ministers. Lewis Hoskins of 
Ann Arbor gave a most interesting re¬ 
port on the American Friends Service 
Committee 'conference at George 
School, bringing authoritative informa¬ 
tion on alternative service. Plans were 
reviewed for rural centers in Michigan 
and note was made of the Brethren al¬ 
ternative service project under L. C. 
Blickenstaff in Copemish, Michigan. 
Franklin Littell announced the cam¬ 
paign for new peace teams under the 
title “Tens for Christ”. The next meet¬ 
ing of this group will be in Jackson on 
February 2nd. 

In addition to the problems con¬ 
nected with conscription and non-inter¬ 
vention, some members of the Mid- 
West Committee are urging the con¬ 
sideration of a temperance campaign. 
Chicago, for example, has 9,000 retail 
quor places with an annual patron¬ 
age spending of $30,000,000. 

A meeting of the Mennonite Peace 
Committee was held in Chicago several 
weeks ago to formulate plans for the 
vigorous support of alternative service 
projects. One Mennonite conference 
reports that it will require forty cents 
per member to finance these camps.

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Pregnant with Disaster 

By FLOYD SCHMOE 


Editor s Note: The problem of re¬ 
conciliation outlined in this article is 
felt by Fellowship leaders on the Pacific 
Coast to lie on the doorstep of the 
F.O.R. The author has obtained three 
months’ leave of absence from his lec¬ 
turing at the University of Washing¬ 
ton to visit Hawaii and help in organiz¬ 
ing a conference on Japanese-American 
relations, to be held in California, 
probably next March. Mr. Schmoe is 
Clerk of the Friends Meeting of Seat¬ 
tle. The Fellowship has engaged his 
services to work on the problem here 
described. 


A LMOST three hundred thousand 
l Japanese call America their home. 
Something less than half of them live 
in Hawaii, a third of the remainder live 
in Los Angeles County, twenty thous¬ 
and alone in the city of Los Angeles. 
San Francisco, San Diego, Seattle, and 
Portland are each centers of thriving 
Japanese-American communities. 

Approximately sixty percent of these 
are Japan-born, forty percent are 
American born and therefore American 
citizens. Although both groups often 
live together in the same home as 
parents and children, and in spite of 
the fact that Japanese fathers are good 
fathers and Japanese mothers are con¬ 
ceded to be examples of near-perfec- 
tion in motherhood, there is a vast un¬ 
bridgeable gulf between the two gen¬ 
erations. This is not due to any lack 
on the part of the second-generation, 


for Japanese-Americans have retained 
much of the loyal filialty basic to the 
Oriental family, but the cleavage arises 
from environmental conditions entirely 
beyond their control. 

The difference between average ages 
of first and second generation Japanese, 
Isseis and Niseis, is about forty years. 
This because the men who were first 
brought to the United States and 
Hawaii as contract laborers found it 
impossible to earn enough money to 
bring women over from Japan until 
after many years of work. These 
young “picture bride” Japanese women 
are the mothers ^of the present genera¬ 
tion. 

The Isseis are still very much Jap¬ 
anese for, as isolated groups, they have 
changed even less than the people at 
home, but the Niseis are very much 
American for they have gone to Ameri¬ 
can schools and churches and have 
played and worked with American 
children. Many of them do not even 
speak or read their fathers’ language. 
Neither has the religion of their 
fathers held them. The Isseis are 
largely Buddist, the Niseis largely 
Christian. 

Anti-Japanese feeling, always pres¬ 
ent, and bearing such fruit as the 
Oriental Exclusion Act of 1924, has 
been fanned by the strained relations 
which now exist between Japan and 
America. Never has the situation been 
so pregnant with possibilities of dis¬ 
aster than at the moment. 

People of goodwill are concerned 


about the problem. These Japanese are 
our neighbors and our friends. Most of 
them came at our invitation or were 
born here. Their present and their fu¬ 
ture lies side by side with ours. The 
great majority are perfectly loyal to 
America and the American way of life. 
The older generation could return to 
Japan or Japanese-controlled Asia, but 
few would willingly do so. The younger 
generation would find entrance to Japan 
very difficult if not impossible. They 
have no desire to go there. 

No group is more aware of the dan¬ 
gers of the situation than are the Jap¬ 
anese themselves. The Isseis are al¬ 
ready beginning to think in tefms of 
possible internment or forced emigra¬ 
tion, the Niseisj of ways in which to 
demonstrate their loyalty and willing¬ 
ness to serve. Their tragedy is that 
ways of service are denied them by 
those whom they would serve. 

What can be done about it? The 
problem is immensely difficult but we 
must not consider it hopeless. We can 
give thought and study to it. Under¬ 
standing is certain to increase good¬ 
will. Goodwill is essential to any solu¬ 
tion. It is already late to begin but 
there is no earlier starting point. 
Whether or not we actually come to 
war with Japan will not alter the 
character of the problem; it will only 
change the temper of it. One thing is 
certain, whatever may be done in the 
spirit of understanding and fellowship 
will bear rich and abundant fruit for 
our Nipponese neighbors and ourselves. 


Our Refugee Neighbors 


Y OUR Committee sent $100 this 
past month to the American Friends 
Service Committee for their relief work 
with refugees at Camp de Gurs, in 
southern France* where one of our 
members and three other fine men 
known to us are interned. We also sent 
these men two small food parcels. By 
special cable arrangement this food is 
bought in Portugal and then sent into 
France by parcel post. 

Several refugees in New York City 
have enjoyed the hospitality of mem¬ 
bers of the Staten Island F.O.R. group 
who have shared their homes and fel¬ 
lowship with them. As a result of the 
group’s discussions of how they can 
best help refugees has come an affidavit 
for a German liberal sponsored by the 
Friends of German Freedom. 

One of our good friends in France 
has appealed to us for an affidavit for 
Dr. “L”, his wife and three-year-old 
boy. He is a forty-year-old physician, 
a Christian of Jewish birth. His wife 
is an experienced dress-maker. They 
have friends here who will help them 
on their arrival. 

An affidavit is also needed for Mr. 
and Mrs. “S”. He is a very talented

and versatile architect in his thirties 
with experience in that field in Ger¬ 
many and as an archaeologist in Egypt. 

Supplementary affidavits are also 
needed because sometimes the Consuls 
declare the affidavit already secured in¬ 
sufficient. This means sharing with an¬ 
other F.O.R. member the responsi¬ 
bility for the families on their arrival 
here. Please write in for details. 

There are indications that it is be¬ 
coming more difficult for refugees in 
this country to obtain and keep employ¬ 
ment because of growing prejudice 
against aliens. This means that the 
sponsorship of a family or individual 
by an F.O.R. or church group can be 
especially helpful. Practical suggestions 
as to how to go about resettling a refu¬ 
gee in a community have been worked 
out by the American Committee for 
Christian Refugees. We will be glad 
to send these to any F.O.R. group. 

Ready for resettlement is Mr. “E.” 
who is well known to a number of us 
in New York. He is keenly interested 
in all liberal movements, well versed in 
cooperatives, and has a fine background 
of experience as a manager in relief 


feeding in Germany during the first 
World War. He is a German Jew. 
The “E’s” are also eager to leave 
New York for permanent settlement 
elsewhere. Since they arrived about a 
year ago they have been earning their 
living through the sale of pictures 
which Mr. “E.” has painted. In 
Czechoslovakia he had a good business, 
and he has been hoping to make a liv¬ 
ing in this line in New York. The sum¬ 
mers, however, are particularly difficult 
since sales are so few. Mrs. “E.” acts 
as her husband’s sales-person, and since 
she has a very attractive personality 
and a great deal of enthusiasm for her 
work she has done quite well. In re¬ 
cent discussions they have pointed out 
that although he would like to earn his 
living as an artist this may not be pos¬ 
sible for him. He would like an op¬ 
portunity to work in a business or a 
factory either in the line of commercial 
art or in any clerical or manual work. 
The “E’s” speak good English, and are 
a delightful couple. Their daughter, 
aged seven, is an attractive child.

Bravo: You are a John the Baptist: but the world of 

Man awakening now from its nightmare and sensing, at least, 
the actual light of Day, you’ll hardly be be-headed!. 

May i say something to you, - though. I am 59 next May 2 6th. 
and i have spent the last ten years upon whole-time research 
into RELIGION, into all-HlSTORY, into the actual,actual 
condition of things. Further, i spent 1935-37 in England 
and foresaw, and warned against, what was coming. I met 
many,many influential persons. The private secretary to 
Ed.8th. t 3^to persuade that young man to have a conference 
with me. He failed, though. Things are writ in the stars, 
is true in principle. 

As an engineer, journalist, turned scientist (19 2 9), I came 
to realize one profound political truth, namely,that to avoid 
Revolution meant that one had to convert these at the very 
top—the Roosevelts, Morgans, Rockefellers, Hoovers, Fords, 
in brief, those who had they the will, the insight, could then 
bring changes "over-night". The alternative to this is 
either the conversion of the universities en masse, almost, 
and to the point they stage a’sit* down Strike', or all the 
Churches ditto. The final alternative, rather,failing the 
former there must be bloody Revolution. "The Grapes of 
Wra/th" is a u niversa l story. 

Now, as the result of personal contact, or correspondence or 
attemps at the latter, with such as Millikan, Compton, 

Eddington, Hutchins, Conant; with univ.Pres. in general and 
'parsons', professors in general, it became obvious that this 
type knows nothing at all about Religion. They at* once think 
of Ecclesiasticism and, therefore, of emotionalism, schism, of 
’mere men', of themselves, in fact. They're in a complete 
muddle. Frightened row by what they have both caused and let 
come about in the World (as did the 'Aristocracy' of Europe), 
they now seek to drive the Nation back to Church, that is, to 
the past? The same attempt in England was a complete fiasco. 

It will be the same here. For the p*r*ons themselves no longer . 
believe, or know what to believe. They never r ead 1. Cor.3* 

They never READ the Scriptures, but are just Tlving prayer 
Wheels. 

Because of this FACT, I set about to lay bare the scientific 
basis of Religion’s expression of itself. I set about to awe 
the powers-that-be by proving that Religion itself is the 
nature itself of an exact universe. Hence God is exacting. 

Time is duration-”--oT suF"f erTng That ends in 'Crucifixion|, 
rather, that continues crucifixion; or of. Happiness, Security, 
ever-increasing prosperity. This, I have established in 
terms of classical mathematics. That is, I have the actual 
proof. That is, if awe is a possibility, if reasoning powers 

still exist, then the powers-that-be can at last be moved* 
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Whether they can be awed, can be turned into MW, can be brought 
to realize that the Classics are not mere academics, but operating 
Truth, Law as much so as is physics, Chemistry, i am now in the 
process of proving. This, the beginning of the 11th. year of my 
Work, commences well. Europe being nerve-wracked, frightened, 
and each wation split (incl. Britain;), men and women are at least 
wanting to think. I have at least two powerful friends in England.. 
AncPnow at last has just come word from the Nobel Foundation,Stock- 
hiblhm, that my thesis is being placed before a Committee of the 
Norwegian parliament, in brief, they are beginning to realize that 
'Butlerism' has got nothing and never can; that it is agitation, 
only, and that peace is not yet a part of the Classics. 

And i have managed to hold the interest of at least one member of 
the Cabinet at Washington. 

In brief, after ten years of drive, drive, and of assertion and 
assertion (somewhat like Galileo), there begins to come the feeling 
'Mstfbe Bailey HAS got hold of something new. 1 in this connection I 
am somewhat anxiously awaiting word from Dr Moulton, Sec. Amer. Assoc 
for the Advancement of Science. 


My one great need now is a 'platform*-with a blackboard. That is, 

the time is here when I MUST get widely before the adult and pro¬ 
fessional public the facts that I can quite easily get before the 
young and the non-professional public, which is profoundly impressed 
not merely by my thesis, but bith its obviousness, its simplicity, 
its intriguing nature. 

It would seem as if you could do something in this direction. You 
have entree everywhere. Now were I with you I could PROVE what you 
can but allege, i can turn to physicist, to mathematician,and to 
theologian, and as well to all with confused minds, and put all their 
varied thinking into a one simple language and symbolism. 

Alas, i cannot pay my way. Ten years of pay-put,pay-out, has left me 
a pauper and made me a dependent. 



May I suggest that you let all the members of your family read this, 
perhaps particularly so should those at Calif.Unlv. and at Yale; 

(I have a wonderful tribute from the late Dr Starr Jordan. But he was 
at Stanford, of course. And just recently I had a letter from prof. 
Wilbur M*Urban, Dept. Phil.^yale, which suggests that he somewhat 
realizes the vital nature of my thesis. But he confesses, as do all 
professors, his helplessness.) 

I send this air-mail Chicago in hope it will catch you so, when you 
reach New York, we can meet.

AN EMOTIONAL BAROMETER 

T HE day may come, and indeed, it 
may have long since arrived, 
when it will be possible for a man to 
fiave a barometrical register of the ups 
and downs of his emotional life during 
some season of strain. Had I been in 
possession of such an instrument, the 
record would have shown a most u 
even line, rising one day to a iag^d 
peak, next day sinking, as it were, 
below the level of the sea. It would 
have been a speechless aspect of the 
life to which any concerned and sensi¬ 
tive man has been subjected during the 
last four years indeed, more agitatedly 
during the last two, but behaving with 
trembling ups and downs during the 
last five months. 

■Coming to these last five months, I 
should have been interested to have 
some such record of my various 
emotions and responses to' the various 
movements in what seemed to me, who 
am profoundly interested in it, the 
apparent oscillation of American feel¬ 
ing towards us. Not that anything 
merely temporary and incidental would 
have shattered the basis of my confi¬ 
dence. For one thing, I recall a 
profound observation of Sir Thomas 
Browne, of Norwich, in which that wise 
man urges us always to remember that 
we differ from people just as much as 
they differ from us, and with as much 
right. 

Again and again I have been able to 
quiet my own anxious mind on some 
passing aspect of American opinion, 
which would have disheartened me if 
1 had given it an exaggerated import¬ 
ance, by recalling to myself the 
metaphor of the struggle, such as often 
takes place on the face of the waters, 
between the weather and the tide. It 
will take very much more evidence 
than any eruption or apparent erup- 
' tlon to the contrary to convince 
me that, beneath any superficial 
appearance of things, the true mind 
and heart and conscience of the 
American people and the true mind 
and heart and conscience of the British 
race, will not rise and fall sympathetic¬ 
ally, and will never oppose each other. 

THE BLITZKRIEG 

F ROM a good deal of correspondence 
which has reached me during the 
last few days or weeks, and from a very 
close Attention to journals and news¬ 
papers and brochures, some of which 
are sent me and some of which I 
think it my business to study, there is 
just now going on in America an 
intense and co-ordinated assault upon 
what I like to believe will always be 
this underlying harmony between 
America and ourselves on any issue 
deep enough to be called moral or even 
religious. It would appear indeed that 
the Blitzkrieg, with which we were 
threatened with annihilation, has been 



directed first to America. Let no one 
deny this. Anyone in our own country 
who has daily illustrations of the 
propaganda which is launched amongst 
us, recognises familiar arguments, 
appeals, the same perverted use of 
Scripture as now one finds in full blast 
America. 

"HOW TO KEEP AMERICA OUT 
OF WAR ” 

T HIS is the title of a pamphlet of 
almost 100 pages, and these closely 
printed, which a friendly minister sent 
to me the other day for my opinion. 
He confesses that he himself was very 
much puzzled, and almost overborne 
from his own natural feelings by these 
piled up illustrations and appeals. The 
first edition of 300,000 copies of this 
pamphlet has been exhausted, and 
the American people are appealed 
to to see that the circulation shall 
reach one. million copies. Readers are 
requested to send copies of the 
pamphlet to libraries, reading rooms,, 
veterans’ organisations, and a list, 
including 21 specified classes of people, 
and in addition to ” other leaders of 
public opinion.” 

I do not know whether the pamphlet 
will succeed in its, quite clear intention. 
Not that I object to the intention, as 
I perhaps will be able to develop fur¬ 
ther in these notes or on some other 
occasion. But I do not like to think 
that this sort of thing would succeed 
with a people like the American people 
who have supplied the English-speak¬ 
ing race during the last centuries with 
the most resounding protestations of 
individual independence and freedom. I 
should certainly say that a pamphlet 
sent forth with the approval and sup¬ 
port of such various institutions and 
sent forth with such an obvious wealth 
of resources behind it, would immedi¬ 
ately be suspected by the British people 
as going too far, suggesting dicta¬ 
torial and totalitarian methods of pro¬ 
pulsion. 

I read the first few pages, though in¬ 
deed the index and pages 33 and 34 
were quite sufficient to assure me that 
I need not read the entire document. 
A man who prays at least once a day 
that he should not be led into tempta¬ 
tion must not himself walk into 
temptation with his eyes open—the 
temptation, in fact, to curse and to 
swear! 

I have a recollection of Marcus 
Aurelius to the effect that if we think 
people are behaving badly towards us, 
we ought not ourselves to become bad 
in consequence. I have still a better 
illustration from a book which I 
know much better than the Medi¬ 
tations of Marcus Aurelius—namely, 
the (Bible. Unless the American 
people have undergone a disastrous 
change since the days when, on 
some twenty odd years in succession. 
I used to be privileged to address great 
multitudes of them, they will still be 
disposed to listen respectfully to any 
imperverted words of Holy Scripture. 

Many a time have I recovered my 
equanimity and have not* let some 


machinations the later and more experi¬ 
enced books of the New Testament 
warned the Church of Christ, that the 
Anti-Christ is something so like the real 
things that even the elect shall be 
deceived! 


UNITY OF CONTROL 
rpHE assault that, is being made upon, 
x America in these days with an 
almost unconcealed aversion to.what we 
ght call the Allied interest bears all 
the symptoms of a united control. 

We are quite sure, however, that the 
thing will not succeed. The American 
people have had themselves too much 
experience of the abysmal conspiracies 
against their own country during the 
last thirty-odd years not to have de¬ 
veloped certain cautionary faculties and 
dispositions. 

I have Just finished reading a book 
entitled " Franz Von Papen,” by a Mr. 
Blood-Ryan. The author is not at all 
partial to the British race. He observes 
towards us, indeed, that final kind of 
aloofness which for myself I do not 
object to in the characteristic attitude 
of American journalists and publicists 
on British affairs during the last thirty 
years. But I confess that, although I 
thought I knew the period well. I had 
no conception that the machinations 
against the unity of the American people 
and against their most precious’ institu¬ 
tions had had such a length and depth 
as that book discloses. 

TO LEAVE ALL THAT 

F AITHFUL are the wounds of a friend. 

The British people, and notably 
their Government, must again and 
again be very puzzling to strangers, even 
those who share our blood to some ex¬ 
tent. We are often ourselves puzzled at 
our Government. OBut we never credit 
our Government, or discredit it, with 
being in possession of such subtlety, 
such- measureless and diabolical in¬ 
genuity as are attributed to us in 
pamphlets and papers which reach me 
in these days from America. To tell the 
truth, we think we are rather a stupid 
people. There are many who think 
that we have not a very brilliant 
Government. But we should rise in 
wrath at the suggestion that they could 
be such scoundrels and traitors as is 
sometimes alleged. 

I recall that the crossheading of this 
paragraph is, To leave all that , and 
this I can very pleasantly do. 

II. 

'J'HE Christian Gospel is, therefore 
(from one angle of vision), the 
good news of. a gift. May we there¬ 
fore ease the strains of discipline, 
sitting back in comfort and merely 
accepting what God has given? Is 
there any true winsomeness in the 
idea of being “ carried to the skies 
on flerwery beds of ease, while others 
strive to win ”? It is known that 
life’s best things are gifts, unearned, 
beyond price: but it is also known 
that the capacity for appreciation 
(itself a gift) needs to be awakened 
and to be cultivated. Most people 
* have eyes; when the skies are 
hurrying with folding clouds, which 
* are tipped with gold, and shafts of 


light are running mauve and 
purple on to expectant waters, some 
see the glory of God, but most only 
behold, the promise of “ dirty 
weather.” Even a gift cannot be 
appropriated until nicely assessed. 
The gift of God is free: it is also 
f for all: but its coming into any life 
■ is contingent upon personal re- 
i sponses which are conscious, deli- 
t! berate andc ontlnuou &.

Dear Mr. Page: 


It was good to see you again in Chicago. I am 
sorry I did not get to talk with you more. 

Our local Peace Council here in Lancaster is 
trying to plan an educational venture just before Memorial Day. 
Our thought is to hhve The Christian's Attitude Toward the World 
Crisis (or some such wording) presented on two successive 
evenings from somewhat different points of view, with opportunity 
for questions and discussion after each presentation. We are 
writing to Reinhold Niebuhr and yourself to make these presenta¬ 
tions, if you possibly can. The evenings we are thinking of are 
Monday and Tuesday, May 27 and 28. We would, of course, work up 
as large an attendance as possible for these meetings. We also 
have in mind a luncheon meeting on Tuesday noon for a smaller 
group with both Reinhold and yourself speaking briefly on an 
analysis of the present world-situation (economic, political, 
military, etc.) with opportunity for questions. 

Are you in this part of the world and are you 
free on the dates mentioned? (We would ask you to be present 
only one of the two evenings, of course.) And, if you can come, 
what financial arrangements would be satisfactory? 

We feel that there is likely to be so much 
irresponsible flag-waving around Memorial Pay, that we would like 
to counteract it with something constructive. I hope very much 
you can come, and the plan be carried out. 

Through our Seminary students and the churches 
in which they work I sold 250 copies of your latest booklet. I 
felt this was A No. 1 education.

8:20--you arrive in Durham by train. We will meet you, 
and you will be driven immediately to your suite in the 
University Union. 


9:00-10:00--breakfast in the adjacent Ooffee Shop. 

10:00-11:45--scheduled personal conferences. 

12:30--speech in the University Chapel. This service, 
which is the regular chapel service, is only twenty minutes 
in length of which time you will be given fifteen minutes 
to talk on a subject of your own choice. The audience will 
not be large and will be made up generally of a scattering 
of students from the University at large. 

1:00-2:00—private lunch in the faculty dining room. 

2:00-3:30—address to the School of Religion Student Body. 
This will be held in the School of Religion lounge, and we 
would like very much to have you speak on the subject of 
"The Christian Basis for Pacifism". Here we would like 
to have you give the theologs an informal heart-to-heart 
talk on the urgency of immediate commitment to the absolute 
pacifist position as ministers facing the world crisis. 

We are continually hearing much more of the relative ethic 
than of the absolute. We hope you will be very pointed in 
your presentation of the latter position. If you desire, 
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you may allow for a question period at the end of your 
talk. This meeting should not last over an hour ‘and a 
half. 

3:30-5:30--a rest period. 

5:45“-dinner with the local Fellowship of Reconciliation 
group. At this time this small group wishes to discuss in¬ 
formally with you the improvement of their practical program 
on the campus. 

7:30--forrnal address to the University community and the 
public at large. At this time we wish you to use your sub¬ 
ject, "How to Keep America Out of War". Announcements are 
being made through the local and state press, radios, and 
local churches. Question period at the end of this will be 
at your discretion. This completes the program for the day. 


You may remain here in your suite for the night and we 
will drive you to Raleigh for your early train Wednesday 
morning. Or we will drive you to Raleigh Tuesday night as 
you prefer. 


As you can see from the above plans, we have attempted 
to prepare the way so that you may make a real impact on 
our situation which badly needs the message you have to 
offer.

It is our feeling that this spring is the most crucial 
point in the entire fight to keep Amerioa free from military 
involvement in the European conflict. It seemed to me to be 
clearly demonstrated at the Youth meeting in Washington 

that the present administration is following a path which will 
almost inevitably lead to military participation in the war if 
it is not shown by the American people that such a move is in 
direct opposition to their desires. It was equally clearly 
demonstrated that there is a real hope of being able to unite 
most of the four million people represented in the Youth Con¬ 
gress with other youth and labor forces and church groups in 
a common front for peace. One major objective must be that of 
working for strong and decisive action on the part of students 
in the April demonstration. This is the next ^emmediate objective 
of the Peace Commission. I would appreciate greatly hearing 
from you on this point.

To Be Widened 


A much-needed, long-sought im¬ 
provement for West Colubbia, the 
widening of State street from Meet 
ing to Augusta streets, will be effect 
ed by WPA project sponsored by the 
state highway department; • 

The highway commission .. Jiiln al¬ 
located $1,110D for the projeel. which 
will make West Columbia^ main 
business throughfare safer and less 
congested. 

The project calls for widening of 
a approximately three blocks of the 
street, whose narrowness at present 
prevents comfortable pn$sagc of two 
ears, although parallel parking is re* 
qutred on the east side. 

The highway extension of State 
street and leading from West Colum¬ 
bia to Cayce has been widened by 
the highway department under a 
WPA program and sidewalks have 
been hum, Tins latter is a distinct 
safety measure, since the walks are 
used by school children to and from 
school.
